Applicant urges that they provide a Declaration for Dr Daniell. This is not found persuasive because 1 . Exhibits presented after 
final will not be considered unless Applicant did not provide a showing of good and sufficient reasons of why they were necessary and not 
earlier presented, and 2. No such declaration was sent. 

Applicant urges that the publication does not discuss or teach methods of producing transplastomic plants via somatic 
embryogenesis. This is not found persuasive because the rejection is applies to the somatic embryo, which Daniell discloses on pg 50, 
lines 17, to pg 51, line 4. 

Applicant urges that they have overcome several challenges to achieve plastid transformation by somatic embryogenesis, 
including identifying appropriate regulatory sequences and selectable markers, as well as survival in the light and dark. This is not found 
persuasive because Applicant is arguing limitations not found in the claims. 

103: 

Applicant urges that Adams does not cure the deficiencies of Daniell as it does not contemplate or address the unique hurdles that 
had to be overcome to achieve chloroplast transformation and regeneration by somatic embryogenesis. This is not found persuasive. The 
elements Applicant appears to be relying on are not in the claims, nor is it clear what they even might be. The only claimed difference is 
culturing the cell in the presence of selection agent under conditions that allow formation of a somatic embryo; Adams teaches this. 
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
